Constitution. 
Art. I. The name of this association 
shall be The Columbia Commercial Club, 
and in this name it shall trans 
business, sue or be sued, plead or be 
ipleaded, and in this name perpetu 
stance. 

The objects of The Columbia 
Club shall be, to promote 
' l progress and welfare 
Adair County and of 



the State of Kentucky ; and, for such 
purpose and in so doing, to bring into 
honorable and laudable co-operation the 
and business interests of 



the town, county and state aforesaid. 

Art. III. The Officers of The Colum- 
bia Commercial Club shall be, a Presi- 
dent, a First Vice-President, a Second 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasur- 
er, and an Executive Committee or 
Board consisting of nine members of 
said Commercial Club; and the said Ex- 
ecutive Board shall be authorized and 
shall have power to appoint its own of- 
ficers, agents and assistants, of its own 
number or otherwise in its own discre- 
tion, provided its officers shall always be 
members of said Columbia Commercial 
Club. 

Art. IV. The aforesaid Officers and 
Executive Board shall discharge their 
respective duties and shall perform 
their several functions in accordance 
with Parliamentary Usages and in har- 
mony with lawful and commnonly ac- 
cepted methods of such associations. 

Art. V. The Columbia Commercial 
Club shall have power to make, from 
time to time, any By-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations for the government and 
conduct of its affairs as may be found 
necessary or expedient, and to alter or 
amend the same, by a majority of the 
votes of members voting at any regu- 
lar meeting; but no Article of this Con- 
stitution shall be altered or amended 
except it be by two thirds of the votes 
cast by members present at a regular 
meeting, due notice of such alteration 
or amendment having been given in 
writing at a previous regular meeting. 

Art. VI. This Constitution shall be 
of force and effect from and after its 
adoption by the Charter Members of 
The Columbia Commercial Club; and 
said Charter Members and all persons 
becoming members thereafter shall 
subscribe their names hereto. 

BY-LAWS. 
L The regular meetings of The Co- 
lumbia Commercial Club shall be held 
on the 1st Monday night of each month. 
Other necessary meetings may be con- 
vened at the call of the President or of 
the Executive Board. The place of 
meeting shall be fixed from time to 
time as necessity or convenience may 
require. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Exec- 
utive Board to appoint and to direct the 
work of three Standing Committees, 
namely, a committee of members to 
be known as The Membership Commit- 
tee: a second to be known as The Fi 
nance Committee; and a third to be car- 
ed The Lookout Committee. It shall be 
the duty of the first to solicit recruits 
to the membership; of the second to so- 
licit funds for any purposes of the Com- 
mercial Club; and of the third to inves- 
tigate and to report on all new enter- 
prises and undertakings that may de- 
seek the assistance of the 
Commercial Club. 

The Executive Board shall sub- 
mit to the regular meetings of the 
Club each month a written report of its 
transactious, and the same shall be pre- 
served by the Secretary. 

That 17 shall constitute a quorum 
at any meeting regularly called and a 
meeting shall be called at any time up-

If the people of Green County want a 
pike to Columbia now is the time for 
them to put up the right kind of a prop- 
osition to the Columbia Commercial 
Club. Our people have a terriable 
thirst for navigable water and are long- 
ing to reach the steam boats on the 
Cumberland river by building a pike to 
Creelsboro. Opportunity s o m et i m e s 
comes at an unexpected hour and de- 
parts as readily unless immediately ac- 
cepted. The Greensburg road must be 
promoted by the Green county people if 
it is built. Our people are ready to do 
their part. 



The discussion of route brought out a 
number of farmers, who offered the 
right of way free through their places, 
and said their neighbors would be as 
liberal as they.

Larkin McGinnis and Jasper Paxton 
were appointed to view out and secure 
right of way over two routes suggest- 
ed.

The following were appointed by the 
Chairman: E. E. Perkins, E. M. Blake- 
man, Early Vaughn, J. L. Wilson and 
Woodson Lewis to consult with the 
County Court and ascertain what assist- 
ance the county would give in this 
matter and report to a meeting to be 
held at the Court House next Tuesday 
the 22nd at 10 o'clock. Please observe 
that the hour for meeting is 10 o'clock 
to accommodate the people from the 
country, and they are especially invited 
to be present and participate in the 
meeting. No matter in what part of 
the county you live for you will see 
further on that this movement is for 
the good of the whole county. 

The meeting became so very enthu- 
siastic for good roads that a Chairman 
witn power to appoint his own commit- 
tee was appointed for a pike to Exie, 
Donansburg and Summersville. 

Men from the town and men from 
the county voluntarily pledged the 
right of way, the construction of so 
much of the pike and liberal donations 
of money. 

This certainly was a "warm" meet- 
ing for a mere preliminary meeting.

It will be gratifying to the people of 
this section to learn that Green River 
will be spanned with a bridge at an 
early date. Mr. John F. Triplett, of 
this city, a director in the Campbells- 
ville, Muldraugh's Hill and Columbia 
Turnpike Company informed us that 
at a meeting of the above company held 
Saturday, January 12th, 1907, at Green 
River, it was decided to replace the 
old modern bridge with a modern up-to- 
date steel structure and the contrac- 
tors, who were bidding on the work, 
agreed to have it completed in sixty 
days. The directors, however, decided 
to give the contracting firm ninety 
days. 

When the bridge is completed Adair 
county will again be in touch with the 
outside world, and all the petty annoy- 
ances and additional expense of both 
passenger traffic and freight will be 
forgotten in the enjoyment of this 
much missed necessity.

LIVE STOCK 

Prices Have Advanced Rapidly 
the Year. 



The prices of live stock has advanced 
greatly this year and has affected 
mules and horses more than other stock. 
The advance on mules has been $10 a 
head over last year's prices, and the 
extra quality well fatted mules are 
bringing almost any price, as the mar- 
ket in this city and many other cities is 
short, although a poorer grade of mules 
can be had in any number from $100 
up. Another advance in the price of 
mules is expected to occur in March and 
April, as the farmers in Indiana, Mis- 
souri, Illinois and Kentucky are short 
on stock and good mules will be in 
great demand. The rise is expected to 
be at least $10 per head, if not mow 

Good work horses have increased 
price over last year, and are in great 
demand in the East, Ohio, New York, 
New Jersey, Maryland and other East- 
ern States using no mules, and good 
sound work horses are an ever present 
necessity to the farmers of that section. 
The price of horses has increased $5 to 
$10 per head, and another jump in price 
is expected this spring.— Courier Journ- 
al.

spare. This section, while old, 
is still in its infancy in the de- 
velopment of its resources. Its 
healthy climate, sparkling 
streams, fertil soil, a thousand 
miles from sand storms and 
drouth, make a country where 
plenty can be enjoyed by reason- 
able energy.

Commerce Commission prevents

In justice to the prin- 
ciple involved and in justice to 
business of railroads and news- 
paper people it seems to us that 
the decision is a sweeping one, 
one though intended, doubtless 
to put all inter state passengers 
on the same footing, yet it pre- 
vents one class of people from 
selling its valuable service for 
valuable pay as may best suit 
I both parties to the transaction. 
' In fact and in truth we have 
lever believed teat Railroad Cor- 
porations should be permitted to 
lavish their favors on tne press 
simpJv to keep good will, and we 
have never belie /ed that the 
press could be purchased by such 
methods. Our experience in 
matters of this kind teach us 
that those in charge of £icdL 
railways are men of integrity, 
full of business and wide awake 
to the importance of advertising 
and when they put up transpor- 
tation expect only legitimate ad- 
vertising. Then, again, we have 
found that the average news- 
paper man intends only to give 
full value and no more for what 
he receives. The ruling of the 
commission simply forces cash 
considerations but fails to state 
which shall put up in advance, 
the transportation companies or 
the publishers. It appears to us 
that this was purely an over- 
sight. The right to exchange 
services or commodities is a con- 
stitutional one and we do not be- 
lieve that the commission will be 
permitted to prevent the making 
of legitimate contracts nor dic- 
tate the manner of pay. We can
